HANCOCK, 
HOW HE SUBORDINATED THE CIVIL TO MILITARY 
LAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaga Tribune, 
Wasuinoton, D. C., July 8.—2he point in the 
Surratt case against Gen. Hancock is not the 
execution, in which de was Only carrying out 
orders, but the course which be pursued to pre- 
veut the recognition of a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Judge Wylie, of the Supreme Court of 
this District, and served upon Gen. Hancock by 
an Officer of that court very early in the morn- 
ing appointed for the execution. The faets in 
this matter have been referred to of late, but 
have not been printed eitherin detail or ac- 
curately. It is a case which shows that 
at that time, when Presidential ambition had 
not taken posseasion of Gon. 
he was not as much the champion subordinating 
the military to the civil power as he now claims 
to be. The facts of the case are as follows: The 
night before the time tixed for the execution of 
Mrs. Surratt, her counsel having exhausted all 
other metbods in their attempt to secure delay 
in her case, decided to apply to Judge Wylie, of 
the Supreme Court of the District, for a writ of 
babeas corpus based upon the claim that as the 
Courts were open and the War at an end. 
THE TRIAL BY MILITARY COMMISSION 
was not legal. Judge Wylie was called up at 
2 o'clock in the morning of the day of the exe- 
cution, and, after hearing the application. 
granted the writ directed to Gen. Hancock, and 
commanding him to produce the body of Mrs. 
Surratt at 10 o'clock Of the sume day. This was 
served as speedily as possibie on Gen. Nancock, 
who, instead of bowing to the commands of the 
civil laws, at once proceeded to lay the matter 
before the President, with the view of devising 
some way of disregarding the writ and overrid- 
ing it by military power. President Johnson 
at once sent for Attorney-General Speer and 
Judge-Advocate-General Holt. A hasty confer- 
ence was had, at which it was decided that Gen. 
Hancock should appear in court without his 
prisoner, and exbibit to Judge Wylie, indorsed 
on the back of the writ ot habeas corpus which 
had been served on Gen. Hancock, au order 
signed by President Johnson suspending tho 
writof habeas corpus iu the District of Columbia. 
With this order on the writ, Gen. Hancock, with 
the Attorney-General, appeared in court. and, 
for a return, read this order of the President. 
OF COURSE, IN THE PRESENCE 
of Gen. Hancock and his military forces there 
was nothing further that the Court, representing 
the civil power, could do,and the execution 
took place soon after Gen. Hancock withdrew 
from the court-room. Tuus, for the first time, 
as the result of Gen. Hancock's action, the writ 
of habeas corpus was suspended in the District 
of Columbia. During the entire period of the 
War it had not been deemed necessary to set it 
aside, nor after peace had come. until it was the 
only way open to prevent a civil court of bigh 
standing from inquiring whether a woman ought 
to be hung without any further hearing.

But as the impregnation 
with creosote costs about three times as much 
as with chioride of zinc, a majority of the Ger- 
man railroads have gone over to the latter.

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THE SNY LEVEE BREAK. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., July 8.—The Clipper- Herald 
this afternoon bas an elaborate article on the 
losses by the breaks in the Sny Levee on the Illi- 
nois side of the Mississippi River. After stating 
that the levee is, fifty-two miles long, extending 
from a point nine miles south of Quincy to Ham- 
burg bay, nine miles south of Clarksville, and 
that it redeems 101,289 acres of land. it makes an 
ostimate of the losses by multiplying the num- 
ber of acres in wheat and corn which were over- 
tlowed by the average yield per acre, which at 
present prices would show a loss on wheat of 
$200,000 and about the same amount on corn. 
Other losses, as to fences, barns, dwellings, 
farming implements, ete., will reach fulty 
$100,000, making the total loss $500,000. Not more 
than one-third of the wheat or corn crep is lost. 
The overfiow from the break was nearly seventy 
bours traveling twenty-three miles, which gave 
any farmers time to save much of their prop- 
erty outside the growing crops,

IGNORANT OF THE DUTIES OF CIVIL 
LIFE. 


He knows nothing of the duties of civil 
lite.“ Everybody makes this charge against 
Gen. Winfield Scott Hancock, and nobody 
attempts to deny it. Why is he so ignorant 
on the subject of civil affairs? Because (1) 


he has been in the military arm of the public 


service nearly twoscore years,—since he 
graduated from the West Point Academy; 
and (2) he is notoriously lacking in all the 
qualities which go to make up the character 
of astudent. Had Gen. Hancock been in 
active service, in the field, during all these 
years, it might be urged in his favor, and in 
excuse of his ignorance of civil affairs, that 
the opportunity to study had been denied 
him. But this is not the fact. Duringa 
quarterof a century of his military career 
Gen. Hancock has heid positions whose 
duties were merely nominal, leaving 
ample time for exhaustive research and 
study. More than this: for a dozen 
years Gen. Hancock has been a Presidential 
aspirant, and during all this long period of 
seeking after the highest civil office within 
the gift of a great, industrious, intelligent 
people, he has had abundance of leisure for 
the thorough investigation of governmental 
questions of vital importance to him who 
would govern wisely and well. But of Gen. 
Hancock it is said, pot simply that he is not 
a hard student, but that he scarcely ever 
reads a book! This is an astounding revela- 
tion, for it imports either that Gen. Hancock 
does not deem it important that the Presi- 
dentof the Uni States should possess in- 


formation on the subject of political econ- 


omy, the subject of social science, or any 
other subject upon which men seek to in- 
form themselves when they aspire to the du- 
ties ef statesmanship, or that the routine du- 
ties of his purely military career have so 
dulled his mind that he is incapable of the 
mental effort and sustained application 
essential to the mastery of the philosophical 
questions of government. This latter is pre- 
sumably the fact, since the presumption that 
Gen. Hancock regards an intimate acquaint- 
ance with the science of political economy 
as so much useless lumber to the occupant of 
high civil station would be a very violent 
one. 

If it be claimed that there are instances in 
history of the union of great military and 
civic qualities in one person, it must be re- 


plied (1) that Gen. Hancock is not a great 


military genius; he is a good soldier, that is 
all; he served during the Rebellion only in a 
subordinate capacity; and (2) where states- 
manship and military genius have been 
found united in one person there has almost 


invariably been a biending of the military 
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pwas the son of a King, 
trained 
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pupil of Aristotle, in the 
science of government from his childhood, 
Cesar was a distinguished orator and held 
high civil office before he entered upon his 
military career. Gustavus Adolphus execut- 
ed the law and wielded the sword simulta- 
neously. Napoleon the First studied eivil 
polity in the field and the camp, and through- 
out his career carried the sword in one hand 
and with the other pointed to the statute 


| which he had himself devised and caused to 


be enacted, or promulgated as an edict. At 
the age of 87 Wellington entered Parliament, 
and a year later was appointed Secretary of 
State for Ireland and made a member of the 
Privy Council. We de not recall in history 
the case of asingle General who, at the close 
of a very long military career, however 
brilliant, unmixed with civil duties, has 
afterwards attained distinction in civil ad- 
ministration. Gen. Haneock’s military 
career kas been very long, but not notably 
brilliant, He has been forty years in the 
military service, but has never risen to the 
dignity of an independent command, ex- 
cept in a single instance, against the In- 
dians, and in that case he gained no honor, 
to say the least. Von Moltke is one of the 
most distinguished of the world's living Gen- 
erals. He entered the Prussian military 
school at the age of 12 years, and the army 
at the age of 22; and his promotion from a 
cornetship to the rank of General was rapid. 
Throughout his entire military career he 
has shown a remarkable genius for war. 
But how the world would laugh at William 
of Germany if he should elevate Von Moltke 
to the position held by Bismarck! That 


would indeed be placing the sword above the 


law. And this is what will inevitably happen 
in the United States in the event of the elec- 
tion to the Presidency of Gen. Hancock. He 
is not a great military genius, but his 
knowledge of government is confined solely 
to the military arm of it. For thirty-six 
years he has been receiving and issuing rigid 
arbitrary orders. For thirty-six years he 
has been making a martinet of himself 
and compelling his subordinates to become 
martinets. For thirty-six years he has been 
touching his cap to superiors and having the 
caps of inferiors touched to him. For thirty- 
six years he has been saluted obsequiously 
by “orderlies.” For thirty-six years order- 
lies have held his horse while he mounted. 
For thirty-six years private soldiers have 
been “detailed” to shave his face, cook 
his food, black his boots, and wash his 
shirts. For thirty-six years he has held a 
little court of which he has been the centre 
and the autocrat,—a court of soldiers trying 
to make themselves look like little ramrods 
in the august presence of a great ramrod. 
This is the school in which Gen. Hancock 
has been trained. He is much quoted as 
having once said that the military should be 
held in strict subordination ‘to the civil au- 
thority. It is a curious commentary on his 
character that in connection with this high- 
sounding platitude as Military Governor of 
Louisiana he issued an order in flat violation 
of asolemn law of Congress! But what else 
could be expected of a military martinet 
who never reads a book? | 

A BUSINESS PROBLEM IN POLITICS. 

The most serious objection to any change 
of parties for the administration of the Na- 
tional Government is that such change, under 
the American system of politics, involves a 
revolution of the entire Civil Service. In 
England one party gives way to another at 
popular dictation upon some question of 
policy, either foreign ar domestic, which is 
determined by the Cabinet. The Parliament 
votes a lack of confidene or the Ministers 
take an appeal to the coyntry upon the mat- 
ter in issue, and the popular verdict is re- 
corded at the polls. But the integrity of the 
Civil Service is never involved in a general 
election. It is understood, if the Govern- 
ment party be defeated, that there will be a 
change of Ministers and 6f such chief officials 
as are charged with the development and ap- 
plication of the new policy, but the 
working forces of the Government re- 
main the same. In the United States, 
however, the principle of permanency in the 
Civil Service has never been established, and 
the chief consideration fur activity among 
politicians of high and low degree is the 
pledge that the vast number of officia] posi- 
tions, from the Secretary of State down to 
the janitors of the public buildings and the 
laborers on public works, shall be redistrib- 


uted. 
A revolution in the entire Civil Service of 
the country threatens a condition of anarchy 


in the public business. It is not the dis- 


placement of the nominal chiefs of depart- 
ments, nor the removal of politicians who 
hold the offices of Postmaster, Collector, 
Pension-Agent, etc., that is fraught with any 
particular danger or likely to arouse pub- 
lic concern. But no prudent. citizen 
can contemplate the summary dismissal 
of tens of thousands of competent 
clerks and experts without feeling that such 
asweeping change will subject the business 
of the Government to very serious embar- 
rassment and possibly to great loss. No 
large mercantile establishment or manufact- 
uring business could dispense with the 
services of its entire working foree, from its 
superintendents, bookkeepers, and heads of 
departments down to its porters and errand- 
boys, without apprehending serious losses 
and infinit annoyances. Much less, then, can 
a vast machine like the National Government 
of a people 48,000,000 in number change its 
80,000 or 90,000 servants, and induct raw men 
into their places with no other preparation 
Man partisan service, except at the expense 
of the public interests. : 

The real work of the Governmentin almost 
every branch of the public service requires a 
certain amount of special training. In the 
Patent Office, for instance, every employé 
must be familiar with the particular branch 
of intricate laws and routine which he has in 
his keeping, either in part or as a whole, 
The work of the Treasury Department is 
largely statistical, and demands great accu- 
racy and dispatch, along with thorough in- 
formation as to the various matters that come 
under its control. In the large post-offices, like 
that of Chicago, the manifold processes in 
the distribution of the mail can be promptly 
and efficiently handled only by men who 
have been drilled at the work. These will 
serve as illustrations, Changes are going 
on, of course, all the time. Men fall 
sick, die, are removed, or voluntarily quit 
the public service: But such changes are oc- 
easional, and they leave in all departments 
large numbers of skilled and experienced 
employés to conduct the business pending 
the proper drilling of new employés. But, 
whenever One party shall dislodge another at 
Washington, and a general edict shall go 
forth that every employé of the Government 
must step down to make room for the legions 
of hungry place-seekers who have done the 
local work of the campaign, it will amount 
to a proclamation of chaos. 

Though the proper requisits to a thorough- 
going Civil Service—such as special training, 
competitive examination, regular promotion, 
and tentire of office during good behavior—are 
not sufficiently recognized in the laws and 
practices of our Government, a succes- 
sion of Republican Administrations dur- 
ing ‘the past twenty years “has given 
a large degree of fitness and per- 
manency to the working forees of the 
public business, President Hayes made 
few changes in the 
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ment, and the men whom he appointed made 
still fewer changes in the subordinate 

where the routine and detail of public b 
ness are done. The successful co of 
the revenue, the unprecedentedly small loss 


| by defaleation and carelesness, the absence 


of official scandajs, and the dispatch, with 
whith the public business is transacted, at- 
test a general efficiency which can only be 
secured by competent and experienced em- 
ployés. During all this period the Demo- 
cratic p-followers have been, as a whole, 
shut off from all opportunity for acquiring 
skill in the public service. Whether they 
have been bookkeepers or clerks, bar- 
tenders or professional ward politicians, 
day-laborers or skilled mechanics, they have 
not been employed in the public service, 
and are not familiar with the duties and 
the detail which make up the efficiency of 
the various departments and contribute ma- 
terially to the general comfort and prosperity 
of the people. To remove all the competent 
and experienced employés of the Government, 
and replace them with incompetent and inex- 
perienced men, will retard the progress of 
Civil-Service reform for a whole generation. 

It may be freely admitted that any vital 
principle of government in issue would war- 
rant a revolution in the public service, if the 
desired end could be attained only in that 
way. But there is no such issue in the pres- 
ent campaign. The Democrats solicit popu- 
lar confidence and favor mainly by the 
tardy adoption of principles and practices 
which the Republican party has already 
established in the face of difficulties set up 
by the Democrats. Every popular and com- 
mendable plank in the Democratic platform 
has been taken bodily from some previous 
Republican platform, and is in direct con- 
flict with previous Democratic practices. 
The Democrats do not put forward a single 
new issue nor suggest a single improvement. 
Hence their present efforts are confessedly 
directed to a universal change in the office- 
holding class, and to that purpose alone. 
They rely for their support upon the place- 
seekers and their friends. If they were to 


disavow the intention of making a wholesale 


change in the personnel of the Civil Service, 
they would find themselves in a minority in 
every State and every township in the coun- 
try. The spolls alone are in controversy. 
One of the leading questions of the cam- 
paign, therefore, is whether the great mass 
of people who are not seeking "Government 
employment.can afford to dismiss an army of 
trained servants to make room for an army of 
raw recruits, with no other object in view. 


THE NATIONAL CURRENCY. 

Eighteen months have now expired since 
the date at which the Government of the 
United States formally began the redemp- 
tion of United States notes in coin. Tho true 
date, however, when specie-payments were 
practically resumed was several months 
earlier. The passage of the bill remonetiz- 
ing silver over the President’s veto in March, 
1878, was followed by the rapid reduction of 
the premium on gold, and long before the 
date fixed for resumption the green 
were at par with both gold and silver. 

An official statement issued by the Treas- 
ury Department, dated July 1, 1880, gtves 
some interesting facts in the history of the 
currency of the country during the twenty- 
one years just closed, and covering the whole 
period of the War and of the suspension of 
specie-paymeuts. On the istof July, 1860, 
the total amount of paper currency was 
that issued by the State banks, and amount- 
ed to $207,000,000. This sum of State-bank 
notes had fallen in 1862 to $183,000,000, but in 
that year $149,000,000 of demand and legal- 
tender notes had been issued by the Govern- 
ment. The circulation of the State banks 
gradually retired after the establishment of 
the National banks in 1864, and at this time 
less than $300,000 of that paper is outstanding. 
The first notes of the National banks were 
issued in 1864, and they reached $298,000,000 
in 1867. In 1875 the total issue of National- 
Lank notes was $354,000,000,—being the high- 
est amount,—and now they number $344,505,- 
000. The original and only issue of demand 
notes was $53,000,000, in 1802, nearly all of 
which were rapidly retired, but about 
$60,000 still remain outstanding. The aver- 
age amount of these notes, now eighteen 
years old, presented for redemption is about 
$500. 

Of the legal-tender notes; $96,000,000 were 
issued prior to July, 1802. and on the ist of 
July, 1878, there were $432,000,000 of these notes 
ontstanding. They were reduced to $356,- 
000,000, at which figure they remained until 
1872-’75, when they were increased to $382,- 
000,000; and in July, 1880, they number $346,- 
681,016, that being the total amount outstand- 
ing since July, 1878. | 

Of the one and two year notes of 1863, 
there were about $90,000,000 outstanding in 
July, 1863, and one year later there were 
$153,000,000. These were converted into 
other interest-bearing securities or paid in 
cash. Of these, $83,485 have never been pre- 
sented for redemption. The compound-in- 
terest notes were first issued in 1864, and in 
July, 1865, there were as many as $198,000,000 
of them outstanding. ‘They were, like the 
one and two year notes, converted into other 
interest-bearing securities, but $242,500 of 
these notes are still outstanding. 

The first issue of fractional paper currency 
was in 1863, and in July of that year $20,192,- 
456 was issued. This amount gradually in- 
creased until 1874, when jt reached 848, 881. 
295. Since then the issue of that kind of 
paper has been discontinued and the old re- 
deemed. On the Ist of July, 1879, the 
mmnount outstanding was $15,842,605, of which 
$3,375,934 was estimated as lost or destroyed, 
leaving as the supposed sum outstanding on 
July 1, 1880, $7,214,954, 

There is no record giving the amount of 
fractional silver in ¢irculation prior to 1876. 
At that time the coinage of fractional silver 
was resumed, and $24,061,449 of this new coin- 
age was in circulation in July, 1880, 

Taking all these forms of curréncy out- 
standing on the Ist of July in each year since 
1860 down to and including 1880, and esti- 
mating their value as compared .with coin, 
the total coin value of the currency outstand- 
ing is ascertained. A few illustrations will 
show the delusion of depreciated paper:

In 1804 the outstanding curreney was 
greater by 8100. C00, 000 than in 1880, but its 
coin value 9418. 000,000 less. In 1865 the out- 
standing currency was $248,000,000 greater 
than in 1880, but its coin value was 848,000, 
000 less. 

The coin value of the paper dollar on the 
Ist of July, 1877, preceding the passage of 
the Silver bill, was 94.7 cents; on the Ist of 
July, 1878, being three montus after the pas- 
sage of the Silver bill and six months before 
the date fixed for specie-resumption, the coin 
value of the paper dollar had advanced to 
99.4 cents. ‘The passageof the Silver act had 
remoyed every possible doubt as to the abil- 
ity of the Government not only to resume 
specie-payments, but also to maintain them. 
In the same way and for the same reason the 
presence in the Treasury of an accumuiat- 
ing store of silver coin is a permanent pro- 
tection against any panic, or any run on the

A NEW WAR CLOUD. 


Dispatches frem all sides—from Constanti- 


nople, Vienna, Berlin, Athens, London, and 


Paris—concur in the announcement that war 


is again imminent in southeastern Europe. 
For two years, the Turks, following the pass- 


ive policy in which they are such masters, , 


have successfully evaded the demands of the 


Berlin Treaty by haggling, delaying, promis- 


ing, apologizing, and, in the end, doing noth- 


ing. Now, forced to the rack by the supple- 


mental Conference at Berlin, they refuse 
point blank to entertain any of its sugges- 
tions or carry out any of its demands, even 
sullenly defying the unanimous decision of 
the Powers as to the Greek frontier, and are 


preparing to resist, vi et armis. All aecounts | 


agree that they have é&ommenced to mobilize 
one of their army corps, that they are call- 
ing for volunteers, that troops are 
rapidly . concentrating at Adrianople, 
and that a portion of their fleet is 
under orders to proceed to the Adriatie 
coast of Greece vpon a voyage of observa- 
tion. Nor are the Greeks idle. Their troops 
are rapidly concentrating upon the frontier, 
and volunteers are coming forward with en- 
thusiasm, The hardy mountaineers of 
Montenegro, knowing full well that if 
Turkey will not concede the Thessalian 
territory to Greece, there is no hope of a 
concession of Albanian territory to them, 
are already upon the war path and arching 
to attack Tusi and Podgoritza, near their 
southeastern frontier. It adds to the in- 
terest of all these movements that the time 
appears to be ripe for the long con- 
templated union of Bulgaria and Roume- 
lia into one province under Russian 
auspices, in which event Austria, backed 
by Germany, will advance to. Novi-Bazar, 
thus penetrating well into the Balkan 
Peninsula on her ultimate march to the 
Kgean. The old battleground of 1878, 
therefore, to all appearances will speedily be 
the theatre of stirring events, and the Greeks, 
who at that time were dissuaded from taking 
up arms against Turkey by English advice, 
cannot be dissuaded again except through 
the stultification ef the Powers. 

The Berlin Conference ended the passive 
policy of Turkey. Having awarded a cer- 
tain portion of the Epirian and Thessalian 
territory to Greece, if she had refthained 
passive all that Greece had to do would be to 
go in and take it. Turkey was brought to 
that pass. where there could be no further de- 
lay or quibbling. She must either give it up 
or fight. She has chosen to fight, and 
now what will the Powers do? Are they 
ready to compel Turkey to carry 
out their demands? And how far can they 
proceed without a collision between their 
own interesis? The Eastern question is so 
intimately involved in English, Russian, 
French, Austrian, and German interests that 
it has never yet been touched without imme- 
diately bringing these interests into collision.

It 
Greece, on the other hand, should make a 
stubborn fight ana show herseif able to pro- 
long the war, the already shattered finances 
of Turkey would be hopelesly wrecked and 
her political administration would be thrown 
into irremediable confusion. -. Buoropean 
intervention, therefore, appears to be 
a necessity, and what shape chat 
will take and what results it will produce 
must be largely determined by the conflict- 
ing interests of the Powers themselves, If 
they cannot settle upon a satisfactory divis- 
ion of the plunder among themselves, then 
the Government must be administered by a 
European Commission. Either one of these 
methods would be satisfactory to the civil- 
ized world, as it would mark the close of one 
of the worst despotisms that have ever cursed 
Europe, and would end the rule of a race 
which in four centuries has not lifted a 
finger to help the advancement of the world, 
and has never contributed even to the value 
of astraw to the world’s civilization, Its 
only record in all this time has been one of 
cruelty and oppression,

SPIRIT OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 


The Wiener Freie Presse (Vienna, Austria) 
writes as follows: The idea that it would not 
contribute to the welfare of the Republic to in- 
trust aman for the third time with the Chief 
Magistracy of the American Nation because he 
might acquire too much fondness for power, im- 
plicit obedience, and to be the first in the land,— 
this idea governed the American masses, and it 
explains at the same time why the nomination of 
Garfield was received by the country with such 
unbounded entbusiasm. The general satisfac- 
tion caused by the nomination of Garfield must be 
attributed to the defeat of Grant, as well as to the 
victorious principle that nobody shall be Presi- 
dent of the United States oftener than twoterms. 
The nomirgations made at Chicago do not 
finaliy decide who will stand at the head of the 
Government of the American Nation from 1881 
to 1885. But something eise of more importance 
than the deliberations and the results of that 
Convention have clearly and unquestionably 
been demonstrated, and this is for Europe of 
greater significance, and contains even a more 
wholesome lesson than the nomination 
of Garfield. It is this: For years it 
has been asserted by many persons well 
acquainted with American affairs, and the 
opinion gained ground from day to day in Ru- 
rope, that the strong desire for centralization to 
increase, instead of diminishing, the power 
of the Executive office of the United States 
Government denoted and was identical with a 
destre for a monarchical form of government 
aud the disgust for a people's republic. The 
proceedings and the result of the Chicago Con- 
vention disprove unmistakably the correctness 
of this assertion ahd opinion. The candidature 
of Grant was opposed by the majority of the 
delegates for the simple reason that they appre- 
hended danger for the Republic from a return 
of Grant to the Presidential chair for the third 
time. For this reason, also, the press of the 


Union received the nomination vf Gartield with 
unqualified approval, and indorsed the enthu- 
sinsin the masses of the American 
ple. For monarchical propaganda, there- 
‘ore, the land of the Stars and Stripes is by far 
not ripe, and the hopes which European reac- 
tionists built upon a third term of Mr. Grant— 
without the latter ever having given any cause 
for suspicions as to his intentions of usurpation 
and the founding of a throne and dynasty—dis- 
appear and yanish before the logic of events 
and the undisputable facts which have to be 
drawn from the nomination of Gartield.”’

CANAL AND RIVER. 
Conference of the Commissioners 
and Mayor at Lockport. 


A Trip Down the Canal—The Condi- 
tion of the Stream. 


A Leng Discussion as to Who Shall Make 
the First Advances. 


The Mayor Swears He Will Not, but 
Finally Yields the Point. 


The Canal Commissioners Ready to Do All They Can 
te Abate the Nuisance. 


So that There Is a Good Prospect of the 
Speedy Erection of the Works. 


The recent discussion of that ever-fruitful 
theme, the condition of the Chicago River, pre- 
cipitated by the report of Dr. Rauch, of the State 
Board of Health, and kept up by Mayor . Harri- 
son and the indignant citizens of Joliet, result- 


ed yesterday ina conference at Lockport bo- 


tween the Canal Commissioners, the Mayor, and 
a delegation from the city on the canal, whence 
the greatest complaint proceeds. The particu- 
lar question at issue was in relation to the es- 
tablishment of the Bridgeport Pumping Works, 
for which the Council appropriated $100,000 a 
few months ago, but concerning whose erection 
the Mayor and the Canal Commissioners have 
been several points apart, cach waiting for the 
other to make the first advances. 
THE MAYOR'S POSITION, 

briefly stated, has been that Chicago wasn't ro- 
sponsibie tor the nuisance of which Joliet and 
the other canal towns are complaining, but that 
the Canal Commissioners were, and that the 
first proposition should come from them in the 


‘shape of an assurance that,in case the pump- 


ing-works were built, they would see to it that 
the cana! carried off a specific amount of water. 
The position of the Canal Commissioners, it is 
hardly necessary to state, was precisely the con- 
trary. Aftersome stickling and a good deal of 
punctilio on both sides, Mahomet went to the 
mountain,—Mayor Harrison waited upod the 
Canal Commissioners,—and, after a protracted 
Ocking of horns, Mahomet went even far- 
ther and did the exceedingly graceful and 
eminently proper thing by consenting to make 
the first proposition in writing and to await the 
reply of the canal authorities. 
ON THB CANAL. 

Outside of the conference itself, the trip of Mayor 
Harrison and party over the not placid bosom of 
the raging canal is worthy of special notice. It 
was undertaken wi view to observation, and, 
barring the ruin and the mixed odor, would have 
been a fairly pleasant one.

Northwest was sold off from 91% to 87%, closing 
at 55%: St. Paul, altfough it will suffer more 
than Northwest by anyfaiiure of crops, lost 
ouly as much, declining from 77% to 74%. The 
preferred sold from 104 to 102, closing at 103%. 

Never before has there been such a confusing 
conilict of reports about the crops. Some of 
Our leading Board of Trade houses got dis- 
patches yesterday deciaring that irre- 
trieveable damage had been done to 
the creps in the Northwest,—meaning by 
that especially Wisconsin, the northern half of 
Iowa, and the southern half of Minnesota. On 
the other hand the officers of the Northwestern 
ind St. Paul and Sioux City Roads are informed by 
their agents along thousands of miles of road 
that the prospects are that the crops will be very 
jarge,—in fact, never better. What damage has 
been done to the wheat in some localities will be 
more than made good-by the increased acreage. 
These railroad reports are reinforced by the ad- 
vices sent to some of our largest grain-houses 
by agents travelin in Iowa and Minnesota. One 
of these finds the damage not so great as report- 

Late sown wheat on low lands is poor; on 

uplands good. The present prospect indi- 
cates a better than average crop of wheat. 
Corn looks very well to this observer. Other cor- 
respondentsof leading Board of Trade housescon- 
firm the previous reports of average in certain 
Sections, and assert that these damaged locali- 
ties are increasing.
